been brewing for a long time past, the 
bitter feelinsf against the authorities 
giowing stronger as week after weeki 
passes v-ithout the adoption by the 
Turkish r;overnmeut of ihe scheme for 
reform in Armenia proposed by the rep- 
resentative* of tha power*. The long 
smouldering flames of discontent, care- 
fully fanned by the Armenian agitator*-, 
have at last broken ont. Finally the 
.Armenians determined at all hazards to 
make *n attempt to present a petition 
to tho sultan through the grand vizier, 
ju»d a liirge. tody cf Armenians on Mon- 
•day inarched with this intention toward 
the palace of the porte. The authorities 
In anticipatiojt of trouble had stationed 
a strong fom> of police about the palace 
and th« other public buildings were also 
-guarded 


The arrival of the Armenians at the 


palace was the signal for several des- 
perate encounters between them and the 
police, during which 
several Turks 


and a number of Armenians were killed 
•or wounded. A conservative estimate 
of the affair places the killed at 10, with 
40 persons severely wounded. In addi- 
tion, as already cabled, about 500 ar- 
rests -were made. 
Many Armenians 


during the affrays were thrown to the 
ground and severely beaten by the Turk-. 
ish policemen, after which they were 
Mcurelv bound and carted away to pris- 
on. One Armenian, sifter having been 
terribly bearen with a bludgeon, was 
shot and killed by policemen. 
The rioting was -continued almost 


throughout the remainder oi the day, 
and so alarmed the government that the 
garrison wag hastily oidered under 
.arms, mud has been so evrr s:nce, mttht 
and day, the troops beu-g rigorously 
confined to barracks. 
The students took an active part in 


the rioting. A crowd iif these young 
j&en, during a fight with a squad of 
police, killed two of the Turkish officers 
and wounded a number of others 
The 


arresting of Armenians went on all day 
Monday and Tuesday, and was accom- 
panied "by more bloodshed, severs! Ar- 
menians who resisted attempts made to 
tak« them into custody being killed 
-while fighting the police. In addition, 
eight Armenians were killed within the 
precincts of the ministry of police, 
-where, besides, many persons were 
wounded 
The Turics were grpatly enraged at 


the outbre.uk and threatened, vengeance 
upon the Armenians. 
As a result, 


-during the evening of Monday a body 
of Zoftas {^Mohammedan student* of 
theology), armed with ugly looking 
uticka, ttssemblt'il in a public square, 
threatening to start out and massacre 
the Armenians, but the authorities hur- 
ried several detachment of police to 
the spot, and the Mohammedan students 
were eventually disnereed. 


Thfl authorities are doing everything 


possible to belittle the affair, but there 
is no denying it was a most serious dis- 
turbance "and that more trouble is an- 
ticipated. , 
Th* Turkish government in its ef- 


forts to calm the apprehension experi- 
enced on all sides, has sent a quieting 
pironlar to the envoys of the different 
foreign countries here. 
At the piitace the utmost consterna- 


tion la said to prevail and every precau- 
tion has beon taken to suppress further 
outbreaks upon the part of the dissatis- 
fied Armenians.

10 good walking as ifc is necessary for 
good work of any kind. As to foods, a 
man has to take on his tr.unp what is 
set before him. It will generally be 
nourishing enongb if be will bo careful 
to eat it when not tired and to eat ,r, 
slowly. At the end of each day take a 
sponge or towel bath or a dry rub down. 
At least wash yonr feet and change- 
socks, and shoes, too, if possible. A 
change of all ray clothing nest to the 
skin at the end of each day is imperative 
with me.—Chicago News.

Sweet Watermelon Pickle. 


Ripe encumbers and watermelon 


rinds are the standard materials for 
sweet pickles, though many fruits are 
used, according to taste or circum- 
stances. The manner of procedure given 
by Good Housekeeping it, similar in all 
cases: Boil in clear water till a straw 
will penefaate the folid pieces. Take 
enough vinegar to cover the materials, 
and for each quart add 8 pounds of 
brown sugar, 4 ounces of stick cicna- 
mon and 2 ounces of cloves. Bruise the 
spices, tie them in a muslin bag and 
boil with the vinegar aud sugar for five 
minutes. Pour the liquid over the fru.it 
in a large jar. Next morning turn off, 
boil for five minutes, pour back and re- 
peat for three or four days. Then set the 
pickles aside to season for a few days 
before using. 


Fried Taro»toe«. 


Wash and wipe 4 large tomatoes, cnt 


each one into three slices. Season with 
an even teaspoonful of salt, a half evea 
teaspoonful of pepper, dust over with 
flour. Dip each slice separately into 
beaten egg aud cover with grated bread 
crumbs. Place a large frying pan with 
a heaping tablespoonfnl of lard or drip- 
pings over the fire when hot, put in as 
many of the tomato slices as convenient- 
ly will go in the pan without crowding. 
Fry light brown on both sides. Remove 
them to a hot dish and tervo with fried 
or baked fibh, or broiled or fried chops 
and steak. 


Grape PwsMrre*. 


Wash the grapes after they are picked 


from the stems and put them over the 
fire with just enough water to keep 
them from scorching to the kettle. Cook 
very slowly, and as tho seeds escape 
through the bursting skins they should 
be skimmed off as they rise to the sur- 
face, till all have boon taken out. Stir 
the giapes frequently meantime. When 
sure that all of the seeds have been ex- 
tracted, add a pound of sugar for each 
pound of the fruit originally put ou and 
boil for ten minutes.

Nellie P. B. Couistock versus John W. 
Harron, trustee, and others. In the Fi- 
delity National bank case alone she-per- 
so-aally took the depositions of 51 wit- 
na='es and wrote several voluminous fo- 
lios of typewritten testimony that is on 
file in the United States district court 
and covers over "2,000 pages. In every 
impottant case in the United States 
court of the district she has been the 
special examiner for over eight years.

They 
may be exaggerated, but there can be 
no doubt that death by electricity is 
anything but the calm and peaceful

T»hy was electricity chosen as the 


agenc? Why not any one of several other 
jueans of causing death? I can conceive 
of no reason except that the afltact'S of 
eleomcity were leaw cnderstMt and 
there was the least actual knowledge of 
jow best to set about it to iill a'mau 


this means. So one eveu now knows 


exactly how electricity lulls. Recent 
experiments by Dr. Bleiie of Columbus, 


., remarkable tor the ingenious and 


thoroughly scientific methods by which 
all the effects have been studied, have I 
thiown new light upon the subject, but 
even today we tire very far from know- 
ing, with the precision with which other 
causes cf de»tk are known, just bow 
death is caused by the electric shock. 
Neither do we know Jiow to apply the 
current. Certainly if there is no less 
ctunbersonje apparatus'andnoless clum- 
gy method available than that in nse at 
Sing Sing this of itself is sufncient rea- 
son for abandoning this mode of execut- 
ing criminals. 


It ia often claimed in behalf of elec- 


trical executions that death, is instan- 
taneous and painless. In no report that 
J have ever seen is there any evidence 
of instantaneous death. All the evidence 
that can be gathered from reports of ac- 
cidental shocks goes to show that resus- 
citation is possible if the exposure to 
the current is of short duration. 


Painless no doubt it is, but so would 


be the effect of a pistol shot through the 
train. And why not use a pistol shot 
foe eseonting a criminal? He might be 
strapped to a ^.ttress, a semicircle of 
pistols arranged around bis head termi- 
nating at the temples, and, if desirable,^ 
another group could be placed over the 
region of the heart If electricity must 
be used, arrange to fire the pistols si- 
multaneously by pressing a button. Why 
not? Would it be more uncertain? 
Wonld it be less humane? Would it be 
mote fclooa curuisag? Would it bo less 
"instantaneous?" But perhaps there 
would be too little mystery about it and 
too' little complicated apparatus requir- 
ed. There would be no need o£ cutting 
a man np to see what killed him or 
•whether he was really dead. 


If we must inflict the death penalty 


and wish to "be really humane about it, 
there are surely many ways by which 
death can be brought swiftly and cer- 
tainly without inducing muscular con- 
tortions, or burning the flesh, or muti- 
lating the body. The criminal could be 
given a sleeping draft and then laid out 
in a glass case, which could then be fill- 
ed with the fumes of burning charcoal. 


I see no reaaon why we bheulu seek 


to make death particularly easy to tbe 
criminal. Hook upoirthe whole scheme 
of capital punishment as a hideous blot 
upon our civilization, but if a man must 
be pnnished with death ft is certainly 
not upon the theory that he must be put 
out of the way in the easiest possible 
manner for him. It is assumed that the 
dread of the death penalty will pre- 
vent crimes that otherwise might be 
committed. The penalty, if it is to be 
iofiicted, should come in a form to be 
dreaded, yet there is no escufe for tor- 
ture or for the semblance of torture. 
The criminal should come to his fate 
with a full knowledge of what awaits 
Jam. 
The execution of tho sentence 


should lie by a method that is swift aud 
sure, without mystery, and about the 
effect of which there is no uncertainty. 
There should be no opunrtunHr for 
aouut ns to rfce rcstist, mm u-j it-=<«< «••• 
e-srn--6 for a repetition of an operation.

Winter Oat*. 


Letters from esnoriment stations in 


the central west show tint winter outs 
wve been tried but in u few localities 
north of the Ohio; that practically no 
systematic tests hate bten rimdi» of them 
in all that region, and that they have 
been most succesrful in -the extreme 
southern portions. Much the same can 
he said of wintpr oats in the middle and 
New England stales, although they are 
used to some extent in southern Jersey, 
Delnwaie and Maryland.. At the Khocle 
Island experiment station, where the 
winters are urnallv le.=s severe than in 
almost any other part of New Euglmul, 
winter oats were sown with rye after 
potatoes in 1 SO 1. They germinated well, 
but failed to live through the winter, 
not even a single stool showing a green 
leaf in spring, and no trials have since 
been tandc there. I" railing attention to 
the foregoing American Agriculturist 
says'- "We do not know of any New 
England or York state farmer who has 
grown these oats, but they thrive in 
northern Virginia, where the mercury 
goes 12 degrees below zero, and Several

pointed out that it is now as easy and 
cheap to have an electric elevator iu a 


Seed Wheat. 


The effect upon its germinating vigor 


of cutting wheat at different stages of 
maturing was tbe subject of experiment 
at the Michigiin station. From table-* 
presented in a ice-cut UOJctin it appears 
that the wheat gHtliererl iu iheniillry 
stage was mut-li the earliest to germi- 
nate, bnt thutii.- percjut^fof germina- 
tion was the lowest. It was also noticed 
at the time that the plants weie feebk-i 
and pale in color and weie soon over- 
taken and passed in gro\\ th l>y those 
from seed which wa-s moie mixture. 
Of 


the plants from s-ced in the other thrcn 
stages those from th" yellow ripe seed 
were a little luryer and i.mre vigorLiir- 
than those from eitln'i the rirad npe sroil 
or from seed Rather»'d while in tlio 
dough. The latter plants partook some- 
what of the chai actor of those from the 
seed collected while in the milk. Prom 
the above experiments it wonld appear 
that iu wheat nothing is gained either 
in yield or in the germinating vigor of 
the feed by allowing the grain to become 
dead ripe before harvesting.

The word mad is not common 


Teutonic idioms, so that the Anglo-Sax 
oils probably borrowed it from the 
Welsh. Fad is therefore equally deriva- 
ble from ffedd. Proximately, of course, 
it comes from the midland dialects and 
ultimately from some root word com- 
mon to many members cf the Aryan 
family of speech. It wonld be strange 
if tbe two words, mad and fad, having 
it similar meaning, should be traceable 
to the same root.—Notes and Queries

ories. With its richly furnished draw- 
ling rooms and mostly works of art, the 
interior of Warwick castle, in spite of 
its antiquity, impresses the visitor as a 
magnificent modern residence, and this 
effect is increased when the liveried 
guides conduct large parties through the 
apartments, catalogue the paintings by 
old masters and estimate the value of 
buhl cabinets, tapestries and mosaic ta- 
bles. 


At Glamis there are no professional 


guides with staid jokes aud auction 
room ri.ypsodies. The visitor, from the^ 
moment he enters the great door at the' 
base of the ancient tower, is convinced 
that it is a mysterious old castle wuh 
secret stuhuuys and blood srains cu the 
floors and wonders whether, hie Sir 
Walter Scott, he would like to sleep in 
the haunted rooms. 


One of the three staircases seen in the 


basement of the tower leads to the room 
where Malcolm II is reputed to have 
been assassinated, and in oue of the up- 
permost clumbers a bedstead is pointed 
out as the one on which the king died. 
In another bedioom is shown underneath 
the floor the entrance to a staircase with 
hidden passages connecting with other 
apartments. A secret well in one of the 
great walls leads to an upper room 


i where pnsoueis were once confined. 


Every time repairs are ordered some 
discovery is made — an uususpected stair- 
case or fireplace, or some peculiarity of 
the original design or of the work of 
the reconstruction architects which had 
previously escaped observation. -After 
gropina through the dimly lighted cor- 
ridors the visitor is readily convinced 
that there is a ^ecret apaiuueijt known 
only to the lord cf the castle, and half 
expects to hoar Lady Macbeth '•Infirm 
of purpose, gr, e me the daggers," or 
"The sleeping and the dead are bnt as 
pictures." Even when he is shown into 
the room where £arl Beardie started a 
game of dice with satau, which was to 
last until the day of judgment, he lis- 
tens intently and almost fancies that he 
can hear a strange clicking noise like 
the shaking of a dicebox. 
A rare old 


place is Glttrnis castle ! It does not mat- 
ter whether the right king was murdered 
in "Macbeth" or whether any sovereign, 
a Duncan or a Malcolm, was ever assas- 
sinated within the castle walls. Mys- 
tery broods over the ancient feudal pile. 
It has the scenic setting for bygone trag- 
ecfr and ghoitly visitations. 


There are many handsome rooms in 


the castlo. The dining room is a splen- 
did banquet hall, with floor and wain- 
scot of oak, a richly carved sideboard 
and chimney piece, and with the arms 
and mottoes of the Strathiftores and con- 
nected families emblazoned on the side 
wall. The great hall is a vaulted room 
with massive stone walls, and it is 
adorned with coats of chain mail, old 
time weapons and firearms and hunting 
trophies. The drawing room has antique 
furni ture.au immense fireplace of Darved 
stone, a French ceiling elegantly de- 
signed, Mid portraits by Sir Peter Lely 
and other famous painters. In the bil- 
liard room there are additional family 
portraits and four panels in tapestry rep- 
resenting so enes in the life of Nebuchad- 
nezzar. The chapel is larger and hand- 
somer than the one in Warwick castle, 
»nd it has fine stained gloss windows 
and Biblical scenes painted in panels 
upon the ceiling aud side walls.
